HER KING SEEKS VENGEANCE | 


Bulgarians Accused of Having Com- | 


mitted Terrible Crimes—Constan- 
tine Protests to Civiliged World 
Against Alleged “Acts of Monsters 
In Human Form” 


London July 14.—Inflamed by re- 
ports of the horrors of Bulgarian 
atrocities, the Greek government is 
reported to have replied to the Rus- 
sian proposal for the cessation of hos- 
tilities that peace is to be concluded 
only on the battlefield. The Russian 
note was supported by Great Britain. 

The Vienna corerspondent of the 
Central News reports that a Sofia mob 
stormed the offices of the government 
officials, and that many were killed 
when the troops fired on the rioters. 
The secretary of the Bulgarian lega- 
tion here said he had received no mes- 
sage from Sofia indicating a revolu- 
tionary outbreak or any attempt upon 
the life of King Ferdinand. 

It is evident that Turkey is to at- 
tempt to take back some of the terri- 
tory wrested from her by Bulgaria. 
General Izzat Pasha, the Ottoman 
commander in chief, has left Con- 
Stantinople for the front. 

The Turkish troops at Tchatalja and 
Bulair are under orders to reoccupy 
Turkish territory held by Bulgarians. 
An advance toward the Ergeni line 
has been ordered. It is also reported 
that an agreement between Servia and 
Turkey has been arranged. 

Vehian Bey, one of the defenders 
of Janina, a brother of Essad Pasha, 
has obtained the permission of King

“Protest in my name to the repre- 
sentatives of the civilized powers 
against the acts of these monsters in 
human form. Protest also to the en- 
tire civilized world and say that, to 
my regret, | see myself compelled to

They remained ip the arena all 
through the proceedings, but there 
were wooden shelters at intervals be- 
hind which they discreetly retired 
when tbe bull approacbed. Half a 
duzep red buckets filled witb water 
stood in a row ob the sanded floor. A 
band, just below our seats, played live 
jy airs, 

The audience being now complete, 
the first mutador marched round the 
arena with his litthe troupe of picadors 
(on borsebuck). toreadors (with red 
cloaks to wave in front of the bull) 
and banderilleros, the last named car-

The star performer, after the 
bull. is the matador, who deals the 
| deathblow with his sword. All the 


other people that I have mentioned are 
under the control of the matador. 
The weapons were now inspected by 
the president. the men and horses re- 
tired und the first bull trotted into the 
urena. He was a big fellow, rather 
slow moving, and he stood for some 
little time in the center of the arena 
gazing about him at the general scene.

Executive Seeks First Hand Informa-

Washington, July 17.—President 
Wilson, after conferences with Sec- 
retary Bryan over the latest aspects 
of the Mexican situation presented by 
the inquiries of foreign powers as to 
the attitude of the United States, or- 
dered Ambassador Wilson at Mexico 


| City to proceed to Washington imme- 


diately for a conference. 
The ambassador will hurry north on 


'a battleship from Vera Cruz, if any 


delay would be entailed by waiting 
for a commercial steamer. Officials 


| here believe that the almost total in- 
| terruption of railroad traffic between 
Mexico City and the United States 


will force the ambassador to make his 
trip by water. He is not expected 
here before July 23 at the earliest. 

It is believed in official and diplo- 
matic circles that an important an- 
nouncement of the attitude of the 
United States in the pending situation 
will follow the ambassador’s confer- 
ence with the president and secretary 

The president’s action, fol- 
closely the unofficial an- 
nouncement that some of the foreign 
powers which have already recognized 
the Huerta government were pressing 
for some indication of this govern- 
Mment’s attitude toward the continued 


| disorders in Mexico, leads to that be- 


lief. 

Bryan positively declined to add any 
information to his brief announcement 
of Wilson’s call to Washington. How- 
ever, it is assumed that the adminis- 
tration desires to learn from the am- 
directly what influences 
actuated the foreign diplomatic repre- 


| sentatives in Mexico, when they joint- 


ly agreed to address their govern- 
ments with what amounted to a formal 
complaint against the attitude of the 
United States in its relations with the 
Huerta regime. 

President Wilson has kept an open 
mind on the subject and is thought to 


| feel himself bound to adhere to the 


policy he announced early in his ad- 
ministration of lending mora! encour- 
agement only to such governments in 
Latin-America as were founded upon 
constitutional law and practice. It is 
understood, however, he is ready to 
give due weight to any representa- 
tions Wilson may care to make. 
Pressure on the president and the 
secretary of state to show a firmer 
hand in dealing with the Mexican sit- 
uation has increased lately to 4 
marked degree. They have stood 
firm, however, taking the position 
that the United States government 
had no right to interfere between the 
contending factions and that its duty 
was fulfilled in seeking to protect the 
Interests of American citizens

Mystery Surrounds Retirement 
From Boston and Maine 


NAM: DROPPED OFF DIRECTORS 


Mellen’s Right-Hand Man, as Well as 
Vice President Horn, Get Out When 
McDonald Takes Charge of Office— 
New President Doeg Not Expect to 
Perform Miracles 


Boston, July 17.—Timothy E. 
Byrnes, who said, upon his elec fon 
to the vice presidency of the Boston 
and Maine railroad: “I shall assist 
Mr. Mellen in the management of that 
railroad as I have in the New Haven 
Management,” passes from al] con- 
nection with the Boston and Maine 
management on the same day that its 
contro] by Mellen ceases. 

At a meeting of the directors of the 
Boston and Maine yesterday, the 
names of Byrnes and Vice Pre:ident 
Horn disappeared from the list of of- 
ficials of tnat road, their retirement 
to become effective not later than 
Aug. 1, when Morris McDonald, who 
was elected to succeed the late J. P. 
Morgan as a director, will succeed 
Mellen in control of the affairs of 
the road. 

Horn resigned, but mystery sur- 
rounds the dropping of Byrnes, the 
news of whose retirement is made 
public only through the noncommittal 
report of the directors, which omits 
the name of the chief Mellen lieuten- 
ant without comment. 

By the passing of the Mellen regime 
from the management of the Boston 
and Maine, optimistic raflroad men 
predict the ultimate independence of 
that road from all control by the New 
Haven management. 

The reorganization of the Boston 
and Maine, which has given hope to 
the opponents of the New Haven 
merger, will go into effect Aug. 1. 

Upon the election of McDonald to 
the presidency, he issued a statement 
in which he said: 

“I am at the head of the Boston and 
Maine railroad because the accept- 
ance of the presidency, with its 
necessary duties and intricate prob- 
lems, was the thing for me to do. 
While I cannot perform miracles, Il 
shall give the best that is in me to 
this work. 

“Iam, of necessity, unfamiliar with 
the problems of the road in detail, 
and wish it might be possible for me 
to have at least six months—twelve 
months would be more to my liking— 
in which to work undisturbed. It is 
obvious that I cannot at this time 
discuss any of the intimate features of 
| the road’s management. 

“as to my plans, let me say only— 
it is my intention, so far as is practi- 
cable, to move the offices of the Bos- 
ton and Maine to the North station.”

Hampshire, and feel that I am in the 
hands of the Philistines. The ice 
in New Hampshire 1s in the hands 
of speculators and there is no tell- 
ing what the price will be later; at 
present I am selling at the price for 
which | have sold ice all summer, but 
if the price at wholesale advances | 
shall have to advance my price.

GETTYSBURG IN 1913 


G. A. R., Tells of His Recent 
Visit to Historic Battlefield 


On Monday morning, June 30th, 
the few “boys of ’61” who took ad- 
vantage of the generous offer of the 
Nation to be her guests at Gettys- 


burg during the week of the fiftieth 
anniversary of that battle, met at 
the 6.11 train for Boston. The 


special train left Boston at 7.30, and 


we found four hundred other boys 
waiting for it. 
We were not crowded in the six- 


teen cars that made up the train, but 
it was a slow, wearisome trip, for 
the day was hot, and we realized the 
difference in our eagerness and en- 
durance now from that of our younger 
days. On the train we were cared 
for very thoughtfully and comfort- 
ably. Lunches were served to us 
In attractive individual boxes, and 
everything was good. f 

Although we did not have to make 
y changes, it was sixteen hours 
before we reached Gettysburg, at 
1.30 a.m. Tuesday, ready enough to 
find the Massachusetts camp. 

After wandering around a bit, we 
found some unoccupied tents, having 
nine cots each but no blankets. A 
few of the boys went to 
quarters and brought back a plenti- 
ful supply, but we were so hot and 
tired we could not find any sleep 
that night. In our tent were four 
comrades from Post 99, and we were 
glad to be together. The Massachu- 
setts camp was on the field between 
the lines of General Meade with the 
Union men, and those of General 
Lee with his rebels were stationed 
about half a mile distant. The 
camp was supplied with water 
from several artesian wells sunk two 
hundred feet, and standpipes were 
placed every few rods along the line 
of camp, and cooking tents were 
many, where we drew rations that 
did not remind us of the days of ‘61. 

Tuesday was almost unbearably 
hot, and a great many men left camp 
for homes where they felt they 
would be more comfortable. Those 
who remained kept as quiet and cool 
as possible, to get rested from the 
Journey and that first sleepless night. 

On Thursday, a drive through the 
town and battlefield, with a guide to 
point out all the places of interest, 
gave us a good idea of the positions 
of the opposing forces. The Govern- 
ment has acquired 1800 acres, the 
National Park, where more than five 
hundred memorial shafts and tab- 
lets, and more than one thousand 
markers, representing in value sev- 
eral million dollars, have been erect- 
ed, of granite, stone, and bronze. 

When completed there will be 
over one hundred miles of macad- 
amized driveway at Gettysburg, and 
the Government has recently erected 
five steel observation towers at the 
highest points of the field. Sem- 
inary Ridge, guarded here and there 
by guns, and punctuated by granite 
shafts; Cemetery Hill with its earth- 


works yet intact; Culp’s Hill with 
its bullet-scarred trees; Cemetery 
Ridge with its long line of monu- 


ments; Little Round Top, surmount- 
ed by a bronze statue of its brave 
defender, General Warren: Big 
Round Top, on the summit of which 
is an observatory affording a grand 
and extensive view of all the sur- 
rounding country; Devil’s Den, with 
its bullet-marked boulders; the Peach 
Orchard; the Wheattields; the Whirl- 
pool of Death; the Bloody Angle; 
every quarter of the held, each tell 
ing some eloquent story of heroism, 


blood and death, is associated with 
historic interest. 

Gettysburg itself is replete with 
mementoes of the battle. Here is 


the house in which Jennie Wade was 


killed; the John Burns house; the 
Wills house, in) which President 
Lincoln wrote his famous address: 


the churches and schools which were 


used as hospitals. The Memorial 
Church of the Prince of Peace has 
been erected as a memorial to all 


soldiers who fell at Gettysburg, and 


} on its walls are many tablets to the 


memory of individual heroes. It 
Was an extremely interesting drive 
and 1 wished more of the Andover 
comrades were with me. 


The days were so hot that I did 


not visit the great tent that accom- 
modated 15,000 people, much as | 
| should have enjoyed hearing the 
various speakers who were onthe 


program each day. 

On Friday morning I packed my 
belongings for the homeward jour- 
ney, very glad to have had so inter- 
esting a trip, and grateful to the 
generosity of the State and Nation 
for making the trip possible to the 
boys whose regiments were “ordered 
to the front” at Gettysburg so many 
years ago,

A Stowaway 


Deserter 


By ALBERT T. KENYON 


The second officer of the ship Alba- 
tross running between New York and 
Havana one morning walked aft 
where the captain was standing talk- 
ing with a passenger. The mate was 
conducting a stowaway who had just 
been found concealed in the hold. The 
latter was a man about twenty years 
old and appeared to be healthy and 
strong. He was partly dressed in the 
uniform of a United States soldier. 
On his face was a bitter, rebellious 
look. 

“Who are you?” asked the captain 
sternly. 

“A deserter.” 

“You don't seem ashamed of being 
one.” 

“Nor should I, seeing that 1 had a 
tyrant for a captain.” 

“Well, you'll have to work your way.” 

The deserter-stowaway was put 
down among the coal heavers, where, 
stripped to the waist, he shoveled coal 
into the furnace. The ship was off 
Cape Hatteras when her rudder post 
broke and left her at the mercy of 
wind and waves, the former blowing 
directly on shore. To put in a new 
post at sea in rough weather was not 
to be thought of. Some expedient 
must be made for gaining steerage 
way temporarily; then the ship must 
be taken into port for repairs. The 
captain planned to fix a chain to each 
side of the rudder, bring an end of 
each chain up on to the deck, attach 
both to a capstan and thus steer the 
ship. 

There was a heavy iron ring on each 
side of the rudder, and the intention 
was to puss a rope through the ring 
and secure an attachment for the 
chain to the ring by means of the rope. 
But bow get the rope through the 
rings? When the ship’s keel was on 
a level the rings were five feet under 
water. When the ship plunged down 
a wave the stern was lifted and the 
rings exposed, The problem was to 
get the ropes through the rings when 
they were thus ralsed above the sur- 
face. The only way was for a man to 
be lowered on to the rudder, go down 
with it and up again, putting the ropes 
through the rings when they were at 
the highest point. To suspend a man 
for the purpose would not avail. He 
would likely be dashed against the 
stern To do his work he must cling 
to the rudder 


The captain ordered the ship's crew | 


lined up on deck and called for volun- 
teers to do the work. Only one man 
could work at a time. The reason for 
calling for a number was that it was

And so it proved. The first man was 
lost by losing his grip. The second 
was hauled up unconscious. The third 
became benumbed, and the fourth was 
killed by being dashed against the 
ship’s stern. That ended the volun- 
teering, so far as the crew was con- 
cerned, and the work bad not been 
done. 

Then the stowaway, who had come 
on deck to see what was going on, 
stepped forward and offered himself 
for the next victim, The vessel was 
approaching the coast, and death was 
staring all on board in the face.

He was 
culled up and laid unconscious on the 
leck, 

The one fone passed through the two 
sings enabled the crew to get the 
rhains through and thus secure con- 
trol of the rudder not ten minutes be- 
fore the ship would have been bump 
ing on the sands. The lives of all be- 
ing in danger. no one paid any atten 
tion to the stowaway till the rudder 
was pulled by band to port and the 
ship. making a curve, stood out to 
tea. Then the captain hurried to the 
tide of the man who had saved him, 
his crew and his passengers and, lift- 
ug bim up. embraced him. The stow- 
away opened his eyes; the captain 
ralled for some liquor and poured it 
flown his throat 

Pneumonia set in, but the stowaway 
did not lack for attention and recov- 
ered. When he was able to leave his 
room the captain asked him what he 
could do for him, offering to go to 
Washington. state his services and see 
if a commission in the army could not 
But the deserter 
said that he would rather be under 
the orders of one he could depend upon 
for kind treatment and begged the 
raptain to take him into his service. 
This was done. and the deserter was 
placed among the crew under a differ- 
ent name from his own.
